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ASSET PURCHASE AGREEMENT 



This Asset Purchase Agreement (this " Agreement ") is made and entered into as of this 24th day of April, 
2003 by and among SONICblue Incorporated, a Delaware corporation, ReplayTV, Inc., a Delaware corporation and 
wholly owned subsidiary of SONICblue Incorporated (together, " Seller ''), and Digital Networics North America, 
Inc., a Delaware corporation (" Buver^ l. 

WHEREAS, a portion of Seller's business relates to the design, development, marketing, sale and service 
of consumer electronics products, incliiding digital video recorders (the * 3usiness "): 

WHEREAS, Seller has filed Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy petitions pursuant to Title 11 of the United States 
Code, 11 U.S.C. § 101. ct seq. :and 

WHEREAS, Buyer desires to purchase from Seller, and Seller desires to sell to Buyer, certain of Seller's 
assets related to the Business including principally receivables, inventory, equipment, contracts, intellectual 
property, real property interests, intangibles and other assets, as more particularly set forth herein, free and clear of 
Encumbrances (as defined below), and to assume from Seller the Assumed Liabilities pursuant to the terms and 
subject to the conditions set forth herein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants, representations, warranties and agreements 
hereinafter set forth, and intending to be legally bound hereby, the parties hereto agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I 
DEFINmONS 

Section l.I (a) Definitiora . As used in this Agreement, the following terms have the meanings specified 
in this Section 1.1(a) .

impairment of the foregoing before the Closing Date, inchiding the right to receive all proceeds and damages 
therefrom.

Section 1.2 Construction. The tenns '*hereby," "hereto." "hereunder" and any similar terms as used 
in this Agreement, refer to this Agreement in its entirety and not only to the particular portion of this Agreement 
the term is used. The term "including," when used herein without the qualifier, **without limitation," shall 
mean "including, without limitatioa" Wherever in this Agreement the singular number is used, the same shall 
include the plural, and the masculine gender shall include the feminine and neuter genders, and vice versa, as the 
context shall require. The word "or" shall not be construed to be exclusive. Provisions shall apply, when 
appropriate, to successive events and transactions.

ARTICLE n

(d) all information used in or arising from the Business including all goodwill, trade secrets, trade 
secret rights, know-how, customer lists, processes of production, ideas, confidential business information, 
techniques, processes and formulas, but in all cases only to the extent of Seller's interest therein and only to the 
extent transferable, together with all books, records and like items pertaining exclusively to the Business 
(collectively, the *7p^fi gible Property" ), provided that the Intangible Property shall in all events exclude (i) any 
materials containing privileged conununications or information about employees, the disclosure of which would 
violate an enq)loyee's reasonable expectation of privacy and any other materials which are subject to attorney client 
or any other privilege, and (ii) Seller's corporate books and records relating to its organization and existence; 

(e) all Accounts Receivable and, subject to Section 2.2. all causes of action relating or pertaining 
to the foregoing (collectively, the "Receivables" ):

(g) to the extent transferable, all software, databases, networks and systems of SeUer and all 
information contained therein or transmitted thereby used in coimection with the Business (the "Systems"), 
including (i) all software and firmware used, embedded or employed with or in any products manufactured.

employees of Seller who are not hired by Buyer or are not engaged in the Business, (ii) any materials containing 
privileged communications or information about employees, the disclosure of ^ch would violate an en^loyee's 
reasonable expectation of privacy and any other mat^ials which are subject to attorney client or any other privilege, 
and (iii) Seller*s corporate books and records relating to its organization and existence.

United Microelectronics Corporation owned by Seller or which Seller has the right to acquire; (ix) Seller's right, 
title and interest to the assets that are primarily related to Seller's CxoVideo, modem and graphics chips businesses, 
including graphics chips patents; (x) Seller's right, tide and interest to the assets set forth on Schedule 2.2: and (xi) 
Seller's assets that are not used in connection with the Business. Through the Closing Date, Buyer may deliver to 
Seller a list of assets that will be excluded from the transaction and retained by Seller. Any asset so designated shall 
constitute an Excluded Asset for all purposes under this Agreement as if the same had been expressly identified as 
an Excluded Asset as of the execution hereof. 

Section 2.3 Assumed Liabilities . On the Closing Date, Buyer shall execute and deliver to Seller the 
Assiunption Agreement piusuant to \^ch Buyer shall assume and agree to pay, perform ami discharge when due 
the liabilities and obligations of Seller under the end user agreements for ReplayTV service in efifect on the Closing 
Date and the liabilities and obligations of Seller set forth on Schedule 2.3 (collectively, the " Assumed Liabilities "), 
in accordance with the respective terms and subject to the respective conditions thereof. 

Section 2.4 Excluded Liabilities . Buyer shall not assume or be obligated to pay, perform or 
otherwise discharge any liabilities or obligations of Seller other than the Assumed Liabilities (collectively, the 
" Excluded Liabilities ").

The Sale Order shall provide for the 
assumption by Seller, and the Sale Order shall, to the extent permitted by law, provide for the assignment by Seller 
to Buyer, effective iqxm the Closing, of the Assumed Agreements on the following terms and conditions: 

(a) At the Closing, Seller shall assign to Buyer and Buyer shall assume the Assumed 
Agreements set forth on Schedule 2.5 .

PURCHASE PRICE; DEPOSIT; ESCROW; CURE AMOUNTS 

Section 3.1 Purchase Price , In consideration for the Purchased Assets, and subject to the terms and 
conditions of this Agreement, arul the entry and effectiveness of the Sale Order, at the Closing Buyer shall assume 
the Assumed Liabilities, eissume the Assumed Agreements and pay to Seller the amount of $18,000,000 (the 
" Purchase Price **), On the Closing Date, Buyer shall (i) pay aiui deliver to Seller, by wire transfer of inunediately 
available U.S. funds, the Purchase Price less the Deposit (and interest accrued thereon) and (ii) instruct the Escrow 
Holder (as defined below) to deliver the Deposit (and any interest accrued thereon) to Seller, by wire transfer of 
immediately available U.S. funds. 

Section 3.2 Escrow. Pursuant to the Bidding Procedures Order and prior to die date hereof, Buy^ 
has delivered to Bank One, N.A. a deposit of $1,200,000 (die "Deposif ) payable to die order of SONICblue 
Incorporated, to be held in escrow until the Auctioa Concunendy with the execution of this Agreement, the 
Deposit shall be placed into escrow (die "Escrow ") with Bank One, NjV (die " Escrow Holder ") and Seller and 
Buyer shall execute the Escrow Agreement substantially in the form attached hereto as Exhibit C (the "Escrow 
Agreement "). The Deposit shall become nonrefundable upon the earlier of (i) die Qosing, or (ii) the termination of 
diis Agreement pursuant to Section 9.1ft)) (a "Buyer Default Termination" ). At die Closing, the Deposit (and any 
interest accrued diereon) shall be delivered to Seller and credited toward payment of the Purchase Price in the 
maimer specified in Section 3.1 above. In the event the Deposit becomes non-refundable by reason of a Buyer 
Defiiult Termination, the Escrow Holder shall, immediately, pursuant to the provisions of the Escrow Agreement, 
disburse the Deposit and all interest accrued thereon to Seller to be retained by Seller for its own account If this 
Agreement or the transactions contemplated herein are terminated other than a termination which constitutes a 
Buyer Defaidt Termination, die Escrow Holder shall, immediately, pursuant to die provisions of the Escrow 
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Agreement, return to Buyer the Deposit (together with aU interest thereon). The Escrow Holder's escrow fees and 
charges shall be paid by Buyer. 

Section 3.3 Cure Amotints. At the Closing, Buyer shall provide the Cure Amounts to Seller by wire 
transfer of inmiediately available U.S. funds. Seller shall transfer the Cure Payments to the coimtcrparty of each and 
every Assumed Agreement promptly (but in any event within five (5) Business Days) after receipt of the Cure 
Amounts from Buyer. In the event that the amount required to cure a de&ult under an Assumed Agreement is 
disputed between Seller and the counterparty to the Assumed Agreement, the amount of such cure payment shall be 
determined by the Bankruptcy Court In the event the amount of a Cure Payment related to an Assumed Agreement 
is not known on the Closing Date, Buyer and SeUer shall estimate the amount of the Cure Payment (an " Estimated 
Cure Pavmenf 1 and such Estimated Cure Payment shall be placed into an escrow account with an escrow agent, 
financial institution or company (the *' Cure Escrow Holder **) reasonably designated by Buyer. If an Estimated Cure 
Payment is more than the Cure Payment when the amount is known, the excess shall be returned to Buyer and if the 
Estimated Cure Payment is less than the Cure Payment when the amount is known. Buyer shall pay the additional 
funds to Seller by wire transfer in immediately available U.S. funds.

Cure Amount Schedules filed with the BaiJcruptcy Court on April 10, 2003 that are not Assumed Agreements, (y) 
the contracts set forth on Schedule 7.4 that Buyer does not subsequently assume pursuant to Section 2.5. and (z) 
those Systems that are not transferable, the Purchased Assets transferred to Buyer comprise all assets required for 
die continued conduct of the Business by Buyer as now being conducted by Seller and its Affiliates other than 
central corporate functions performed by SONICblue on behalf of the Business and its other businesses. Neither

documents reasonably requested by a third party) without being required to make any paymetit to any third party or 
to incur any economic burdeiL 

(d) From and after the Closing Date, Seller shall use its commercially reasonable efforts, 
including making available any appr o pri ate employees, to assist Buyer in transporting flic Purchased Assets to 
Buyer's facilities at Buyer's cost 
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Section 7.5 Public Statements . Seller and Buyer shall consult with each other prior to issuing any 
public announcement, statement or other disclosure with respect to this Agreement or the transactions contemplated 
hereby, except that the parties may make disclosures with respect to this Agreement and the transactions 
contemplated hereby to the extent required by law or by the rules or regulations of any securities exchange or 
commission and to the extent and imder the circumstances in which the partis are expressly pennitted by the 
Confidentiality Agreement to make disclosures of Confidential Information. 

Section 7.6 Govenmiental Authority Approvals and Cooperation . 

(a) Governmental Authority Approvals . Seller and Buyer shall each use their commercially 
reasonable efforts to cooperate with each other in determining and making any filings, notifications and requests for 
approval required to be made and received prior to the Closing imder applicable law or regulation (collectively, the 
" Regulatory Approvals "). In connection with any Regulatory Approvals, neither Buyer nor Seller will, and Buyer 
and Seller will use their commercially reasonable efforts to cause their officers, directors, partners or other Affiliates 
not to, take any action v^ich could reasonably be expected to materially and adversely affect the submission of any 
required filings or notifications or the grant of any such approvals. 

(b) Cooperation. Eadi party hereto (i) shall promptly inform each other of any 
conmiunication fiom any Governmental Authority concerning this Agreement, the transactions contemplated hereby 
and any filing, notification or request for tqiproval related thereto and (ii) shall permit the other party hereto to 
review in advance any proposed written communication or information submitted to any such Governmental 
Authority in response thereto. In addition, neither Seller nor Buyer shall agree to participate in any meeting with 
any Governmental Authority in respect of any filings, investigation or odier inquiry with respect to this Agreement, 
the transactions contemplated hereby or any such filing, notification or request for approval related thereto unless it 
consults with the other party hereto in advance and, to the extent permitted by any such Governmental Authority, 
gives the other party hereto the opportunity to attend and participate thereat, in each case to the maximum extent 
practicable. Subject to any restrictions under applicable laws, rules or regulations. Seller and Buyer shall fiimish 
Buyer or Seller, as the case may be, with copies of all correspondence, filings and commimications (and memoranda 
setting forth the substance thereof) between it and its Affiliates and their respective representatives on the one hand, 
and the Governmental Authority or members of its staff on the other hand, with respect to this Agreement, the 
transactions contemplated hereby (excluding documents and communications which are subject to preexisting 
confidentiality agreements and to the attorney-client privilege or work product doctrine) or any such filing, 
notification or request for qjproval related thereto. Seller and Buyer shall also furnish the other party hereto with 
such necessary information and assistance as such other party and its AfiBliates may reasonably request in 
connection with its preparation of necessary filings, registration or submissions of information to the Governmental 
Authority in cormection with this Agreement, the transactions contenq)lated hereby and any such filing, notification 
or request for approval related thereto. Seller and Buyer shall prosecute all required requests for qyproval with ail 
necessary diligence and otherwise use their respective commercially reasonable efforts to obtain die grant thicreof as 
soon as possible. 

Section 7.7 Taxes . 

(a) Taxes Related to Purchase of Assets . The parties recognize and ackno^iedge that, 
because the sale, transfer, assignment and delivery of the Purchased Assets is being made in connection with Seller's 
plan of reorganization, they may be exempt under Section 1 146(c) of the Bankruptcy Code and the Sale Order fiom 
state and local transfer, recording, stamp or other similar transfer taxes (collectively "Traiwact jon Taxes* *) that may 
be imposed by reason of the transactions contemplated by this Agreement; provided, however, that if Transaction 
Taxes are assessed for any reason. Buyer and Seller shall equally pay all such Transaction Taxes along with any 
recording and filing fees, if applicable. Buyer and Seller agree to cooperate to determine tibe amount of Transaction 
Taxes payable in cormection with the transactions contemplated under this Agreement At the Closing, Buyer and 
Seller shall remit to each other such properly completed resale exemption certificates and other similar certificates 
or instruments as are applicable to claim available exemptions from the payment of sales, transfer, use or other 
similar taxes under applicable law. Buyer and Seller will cooperate in prepBiing such forms and will execute and 
deliver such affidavits and forms as are reasonably requested by the other party. Seller shall, if necessary, and 
Buyer shall cooperate with Seller to seek any determination of the exen^tion fiom Transaction Taxes through 
submitting any dispute thereof to the state or local government unit charged with responsibility for collection or 
determination of the disputed tax pursuant to Bankruptcy Code Section 1 146(d). 
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(b) Nft Withhnlrii'nfr Buyer shall pay the Purchase Price free and clear of withholding or 
deduction for any Taxes. 

(c) FIRPTA Certification , Seller shall deliver to Buyer a certification to the extent required 
under Section 1445 of the Code in accordance with the Treasury Regulations thereunder. 

(d) Allocation of Taxes . Buyer shall be liable for and shall be allocated all Taxes in respect 
of the Purchased Assets with respect to taxable periods (or portions thereoQ that end after the Closing Date. 

(e) Allocation of Purchase Price . Buyer and Seller shall (i) attempt in good faith, within 
thirty (30) days after the Closing, to agree on the allocation of the sum of the Purchase Price, the Cure Amounts and 
the Assimied Liabilities (and any adjustments thereof) among the Purchased Assets as of the Closing Date (the 
" Allocation **) in accordance with Section 1060 of the Code and the Treasury Regulations thereunder and 
(ii) cooperate in connection wi& the preparation of Internal Revenue Service Form 8594 for its timely filing. Except 
as otherwise required by applicable law. Buyer and Seller shall report for all Tax purposes all transactions 
contemplated by this Agreement in a manner consistent with the Allocation, if any, and shall not take any position 
inconsistent therewith in any Tax Return, in any refund claim, in any litigation or otherwise. 

(0 Cooperation . Buyer and Seller agree to furnish or cause to be furnished to each other, as 
promptly as practicable, such information and assistance relating to Seller's operations as is reasonably necessary 
for the preparation and filing of any Tax Return, for the preparation for and proof of facts during any tax audit, for 
the preparation for any tax protest, for the prosecution or defense of any suit or other proceeding relating to tax 
matters and for the answer of any governmental or regulatory inquiry relating to tax matters. 

Section 7.8 Submission for Bankruptcy Court Approval 

(a) Seller shall pron:iptly provide Buyer and its counsel with copies of all notices, filings and 
orders of the Bankn^}tcy Court (and other courts) that Seller has in its possession pertaining to the motion for 
approval of any order related to any of the transactions conten^lated by this Agreement 

(b) If the Sale Order or any other orders of the Bankruptcy Court relating to this Agreement 
or the transactions contemplated hereby, shall be appealed by any Person (or if any petition for certiorari or motion 
for reconsideration, amendment, clarification, modification, vacation, stay, rehearing or realignment shall be filed 
with respect to the Sale Order or other such order), subject to rights otherwise arising from this Agreement, Seller 
and Buyer shall cooperate in taking such steps to prosecute diligently such appeal, petition or motion and Seller and 
Buyer shall use their commercially reasonable efforts to obtain an expedited resolution of any such appeal, petition 
or motion. 

Section 7.9 ^^ffiiflfre anH TjihftU Buycr will remove Retained Trade Names tcom all Purchased 
Assets and other items related to the Business as soon as practic£d)}e but in any event within 60 days after the 
Closing Date. Buyer may use Retained Trade Names on finished goods inventory that constitutes part of the 
Purchased Assets but will change or otherwise replace the stamps and dies bearing Retained Names as soon as 
practicable after the Closing Date but in any event within 90 days after the Closing Date. Buyer may not use 
publicly any business records without first removing, covering or obliterating all portrayals or references to any of 
Retained Trade Names (other than with respect to the Intellectual Property) contained in such records, unless Buyer 
takes reasonable steps to prevent third-party confusion or Seller consents prior to such usage. 

Section 7.10 Leased Real Property . From and after the Closing Date until the earlier of (i) the date all 
Purchased Assets have been removed by Buyer or (ii) May 31, 2003, Buyer shaU have access to the Leased Real 
Property sufficient to enable Buyer to remove the Purchased Assets therefrom as promptly as practicable. Through 
the earlier of such dates. Seller shall permit Buyer to make reasonable use of Seller's Santa Clara Leased Real 
Property at the address set forth in Section 10.5ra^ to &cilitate Buyer*s commencement of the Business, provided 
that Buyer agrees to (i) keep such use segregated from other business being conducted on such premises and (ii) 
indemnify and hold Seller harmless from any loss, liability or damage to the extent directly attributable to Buyer's 
use of such premises.

Through such time as Buyer shall make use of 
the Santa Clara Leased Real Prc^)erty, Buyer shall pay for all non-rent expenses arising fiom such use of such real

For avoidance of doubt (i) Buyer and Seller agree that 
Buyer shall not assume any benefit plan, including any court approved retention or bonus plan, or any part thereof 
for any eti^loyee of Seller to whom Buyer may choose to extend an offer of employment with Buyer and (ii) none 
of Seller's employees shall be a third-party beneficiary (or otherwise have the right to enforce) this Section 7. 1 1 or 
any other provision of this Agreement 

Section 7. 1 2 Transition Services . 

(a) Payroll and Employee Benefits Services . Payroll and Fmplnyftft Benefits Services . 
Subject to the approval of the Bankruptcy Court, from and after the Closing Date, as and to the extent requested by 
Buyer. Seller shall retain employees offered employment by and with Buyer (provided that such ofifcr is made no 
later than the first Business Day after the Qosing Date and Buyer delivers to Seller a list of all such offerees 
( "Offeree L isf) no later than the close of business on the first Business Day after the Closing Date) on Seller's 
payroll and provide such employees with substantially the same compensation and benefits as they are receiving 
from SeUct immediately prior to the Closing. Such employees shall perform for Buyer substantially the same 
services as ihey were performing for Seller immediately prior to the Closing. Seller shall be obligated to continue 
this arrange: aent until the earlier of (i) the date on vdiich such employees resign in order to commence en^loyment 
with Buyer i r (ii) with respect to any particular employee, such time as Seller receives notice from Buyer that the 
employee ha ; rejected Buyer's offiM" (of wtich rejection Buyer agrees to notify Seller promptly).

In the event that the Bankruptcy Court shall not approve any aspect of said 
arrangement, Buyer and Seller shall use their commercially reasonable efforts to reproduce said conmiercial 
arrangement within the limits imposed by the Bankruptcy Court Buyer shall use commercially reasonable efforts to 
enable said employees to commence employment with Buyer with such conQ)ensation and boiefits and other terms 
and conditions of employment as shall be oudined by Buy^ in its offer of employment, but in any event such 
employment with Buyer, if accepted by the employee, shall commence no later than sixty (60) days following the 
Closing Date. Nothing in this paragraph shall suggest, imply or otherwise indicate diat Buyer has agreed to assume 
any of Seller's benefits plans, programs or arrangements, vMch except for Buyer's reimbursement commitment as 
set forth herein, shall continue to remain the sole and exclusive responsibility of Seller. Nothing in this paragraph 
shall be construed to suggest that Buyo* has any re^nmsibihty to reimburse Seller for the payment of any severance 
benefits, pay in lieu of notice, or any other payments relating to the termination of employment with Seller of any of 
Seller's employees, i^ether or not such etnployee commences employment with Buyer, and any such liabilities 
arising until and upon (but not after) the Closing shall remain the sole and exclusive responsibility of Seller. 
Nothing in this paragraph shall require Seller to retain on Seller's payroll or provide compensation and benefits to 
any employee v/hom Buyer has not listed on Buyer's Ofiieree list Nothing in this paragraph shall constitute a 
promise of employment by Seller or Buyer for any specified term, or a guarantee of eixQ)loyment with Buyer at all. 

(b) Accounting and IT Services . From and after the Closing Date and through the date which 
is sixty (60) days after the Closing Date, as and to the extent requested by Seller and subject to Seller's approval of 
the costs to be incurred, other than the costs incurred by Buyer in the ordinary course of business consistent with 
past practice. Buyer shall provide reasonable accounting and information technology CH") services to and as 
designated by Seller so as to enable Seller to administer its bankruptcy case and wind-down its a£biis in an orderly 
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fashion. Seller shall promptly reimburse Buyer for actual costs and expenses incurred by Buyer in providing 
accounting and IT services. It is the express desire and intention of Buyer and SeUer to achieve the foregoing 
commercial arrangement In the event that the Bankruptcy Court shaU not £qpprove any aspect of said arrangement. 
Buyer and Seller shall use their coomiercially reasonable efforts to reproduce said commercial arrangement within 
the limits in^>osed by the Bankruptcy Court. 

ARTICLE Vm 
CONDITIONS TO CLOSING 

Section 8.1 Conditions to Each Party's Obligations to Effect the Closing . The respective obligations 
of each party to effect the sale and purchase of the Purchased Assets shall be subject to the fulfillment at or prior to 
the Closing Date of the following conditions: 

(a) no preliminary or permanent injunction or other order or decree by any federal or state 
court which prevents the consimmiation of the sale of any material part of the Purchased Assets contemplated 
hereby shall have been issued and remain in effect (each party agreeing to use its commercially reasonable efforts to 
have any such injunction, order or decree lifted) and no statute, rule or regulation shall have been enacted by any 
Governmental Authority which prohibits the consummation of the sale of the Purchased Assets; and 

(b) the Bankruptcy Court shall have entered the Sale Order substantially in the form of 
Exhibit D hereto, such Sale Order shall be in full force and efiBsct and shall not have been stayed, modified, reversed 
or amended (except if modified or amended with the written consent of Seller and Buyer). 

Section 8 .2 Conditions to Obligations of Buyer . The obligation of Buyer to effect the purchase of the 
Purchased Assets and the assumption of the Assumed Liabilities and Assim:ied Agreements contemplated by this 
Agreement shall be subject to the fulfillment at or prior to the Closing Date of the following additional conditions: 

(a) Seller shall have performed and complied in all material respects with the covenants 
contained in this Agreement which are reqmred to be performed and conq)lied with by Seller on or prior to the 
Closing Date and the representations and warranties of Seller v^ch are set forth in this Agreement shall be true and 
correct in all material respects as of the date of this Agreement and as of the Closing Date (except to the extent that 
any such representation or warranty speaks as of a particular date) as though made at and as of the Closing Date; 

(b) Buyer shall have received a certificate from an executive officer of Seller, dated as of the 
Closing Date, to the effect that, to the best of such executive officer *s knowledge, the conditions set forth in Section 
8.2fa) have been satisfied; 

(c) the Sale Order provides that any and all of the Encumbrances (other than Closing 
Encumbrances) on the Purchased Assets shall, upon Closing, attach only to the proceeds of the transactions 
contemplated hereby and not to the Purchased Assets; 

. (d) Buyer shall have received the other items to be delivered to it pursuant to Section 4.2: 

and 

(e) the Sale Order shall have become a Final Order. 

Any condition specified in this Section 8.2 may be waived by Buyer; provided that no such waiver shall be effective 
against BuyCT unless it is set forth in a writing executed by Buyer. 

Section 8.3 Conditions to Obligations of Seller . The obligation of Seller to effect the sale of the 
Purchased Assets contemplated by this Agreement shall be object to the fulfillment at or prior to the Closing Date 
of the following additional conditions: 

(a) Buyer shall have performed and complied in all material respects with the covenants 
contained in this Agreement which are required to be performed and coiiq)lied with by Buyer on or prior to the 
Closing Date and the representations and warranties of Buyer which are set fortii in this Agreement shall be true and 
correct in all material respects as of the date of this Agreement and as of the Closing Date (except to the extent that 
any such representation or warranty speaks as of a particular date) as though made at and as of the Closing Date; 
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(b) Seller shall have received a certificate from an authorized officer of Buyer, dated as of 
the Closing Date, to the effect that, to the best of such officer's knowledge, the conditions set forth in Section 8.3(a) 
have been satisfied; and 

(c) Seller shall have received the other items to be delivered to it pursuant to Section 4.3 . 

Any condition specified in this Section 8.3 may be waived by Seller, provided that no such waiver shaU be effective 
against Seller unless it is set forth in a writing executed by Seller. 

ARTICLE IX 
TERMINATION AND ABANDONMENT 

Section 9. 1 Tennination . This Agreement may be terminated at any time prior to the Closing Date 

by: 

(a) mutual written consent of Seller and Buyer, 

(b) Seller, if there has been a material violation or breach by Buyer of any covenant, 
representation or warranty made by it contained in this Agreement which has prevented the satisfection of any 
condition to the obligations of Seller to effect the Closing and such violation or breach has not been ctixed by Buyer 
within ten (10) Business Days of receipt of written notice thereof or is waived by Seller, 

(c) Seller or Buyer, if (i) there shall be any law or regulation that makes consimmiation of 
the transactions contemplated hereby illegal or otherwise prolubited or (ii) consummation of the transactions 
contemplated hereby would violate any nonappealable final order, decree or judgment of (A) the Bankruptcy Court 
or (B) any court or Governmental Audiority having competent jurisdiction; 

(d) Buyer or Seller, if the Sale Order has not been entered by the Bankruptcy Court within 
thirty (30) days after the Sale Hearing; provided that Buyer or Seller, as the case may be, shall xtoi be entided to 
terminate this Agreement pursuant to diis Section 9A(d) if the failure to obtain the Sale Order widiin such time 
period results primarily fi"om such party itself breaching any representation, warranty or covenant contained in this 
Agreement; 

(e) Buyer or Seller, if the Closing shall not have occurred on or prior to May 3 1, 2003 (the 
"Termination Date ")> unless extended by mutual written agreement of Buyer and Seller; irovided that Buyer or 
Seller, as the case may be, shall not be entitled to terminate this Agreement pursuant to this Section 9.1fe) if the 
failure of the Closing to occur on or prior to such date results primarily from such party itself breaching any 
representation, warranty or covenant contained in this Agreement; or 

(0 Buyer, if there has been a material violation or breach by Seller of any covenant, 
representation or warranty made by it contained in this Agreement which has prevented the satisfaction of any 
condition to the obligations of Buyer to effect the Closing and such viohition or breach has not been cured by Seller 
within ten (10) Business Days of receipt of written noUce thereof or is waived by Buyer. 

Section 9.2 Procedure and Effect of Termination, In the event of termination of this Agreement and 
abandorunent of the transactions conten^lated hereby by either or both of the parties pursuant to Section 9.K written 
notice thereof shall forthwith be given by the terminating party to the other party and this Agreement shall tnminate 
and the transactions contemplated hmby shall be abandoned, without further action by any of the parties hereto. If 
this Agreement is terminated as provided herein: (i) all filings, appUcations and other submissions made pursuant to 
this Agreement, to the extent practicable, shall be withdrawn from the agency or other Person to uiiich they were 
made; and (ii) Confidential Information from Seller shall be rettmied to Seller, and all Confidential Information 
from Buyer shall be returned to Buyer. 

Section 9.3 Extension: Waiver . At any time prior to the Closing, Seller, on the one hand, or Buyer, 
on the other hand, may (i) extend the time for the poformaix:e of any of the obligations or acts of the other party, 
(ii) waive any inaccuracies in the representations and warranties of the other party contained herein or in any 
document delivered pursuant hereto, (iii) waive compliance with any of the agreements of the other party contained 
herein or (iv) waive any condition to its obligations hereunder. Any agreement on the part of Seller, on the one 
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hand, or Buyer, on the other hand, to any such extension or waiver shall be valid only if set forth in a 
instrument signed on behalf of Seller or Buyer, as applicable.

Section 1 0.1 AffiPnHmwi t and Modification . This Agreement may be amended, modified or 
supplemented only by written agreement of Seller and Buyer.

the other after the Closing Date for any breach thereof 

Section 10.4 Mn rmperiim ent to Liquidation . Nothing herein shall be deemed or construed as to limit, 
restrict or impose any impediment to Seller's right to liquidate, dissolve and wind-up its affairs and to cease all 
business activities and operations at such time as it may detennine following the Closing. 

Section 10 J Notices . All notices and other communications hereunder shall be in writing and shall be 
deemed given (i) when personally sent/delivered, by fecsimile transmission (with hard copy to follow) or sent by 
reputable express courier or (ii) five (5) days following mailing by registered or certified mail postage prepaid and 
remm receipt requested.

Section 10.6 Assignment This Agreement and all of the provisions h^of shall be binding upon and 
inure to the benefit of the parties hereto and their respective successors and pennitted assigns and with respect to
